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HISTORY  OF  THE  IMSTITUTE 


With  a  view  as  well  to  secure  the  catholic  youth  of  Cincinnati 
against  the  effects  of  evil  companionship,  and  the  moral  dangers  now  so 
rife,  as  to  provide  a  suitable  and  becoming  building,  with  a  large  hall 
to  meet  the  encreasing  wants  of  the  Catholic  community,  sixteen 
Catholic  Citizens  met  on  the  13th  of  Januaiy  1859,  at  the  room  of 
th€  German  Catholic  School  and  Library  Association,  when  they 
all  agreed  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  an  undertaking,  and  decided  on 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  building.  A  Committee  consisting  of  the 
Very  Rev'd  Jos.  Ferneding,  V.  G.,  N.  Hoefer,  and  Jos.  A.  Hemann  was 
chosen  to  explain  the  object  of  the  undertaking  in  a  meeting  which 
was  to  take  place  on  the  following  Thursday,  and  to  which  a  num- 
ber of  citizens  were  to  be  invited  from  the  various  congregations. 

This  was  done  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  20th  day  of  January  at  the 
same  place,  and  especially  by  Jos.  A.  Hemann,  and  on  motion  of  Jos.  E. 
Egly,  Esq.,  it  was  resolved  to  erect  a  German  Catholic  Institute.  At 
the  same  time  a  Committee,  consisting  of  a  member  of  each  congrega- 
tion was  chosen  in  order  to  submit  a  plan  of  organization  at  the  next 
meeting. 

This  Committee  called  a  meeting  for  the  11th  of  February  in  the 
school-room  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  when  the  following  recommendation 
of  the  Most.  Rev.  Archbishop  was  received  with  great  and  general 
applause. 

Cincinnati,  February   10/A,  1859. 

I  have  heard  with  no  ordinary  satisfaction,  that  the  German  Catholics  of  Cincinnati  propose 
to  form  a  public  Academy  or  Institute,  where  the  youth  and  the  population  generally  may  find 
opportunity  and  resources  for  instruction,  recreation  and  mutual  improvement  by  social  catholic 
intercourse.  The  idea  is  a  noble  one.  It  is  worthy  of  the  German  Catholics  of  Cincinnati, 
who  have  already  earned  for  themselves  so  enviable  a  name  at  home  and  abroad  for  their  un- 
faltering attachment  to  the  orthodox  faith  of  their  fatherland,  the  founding  of  splendid  churches, 
the  endowment  of  schools  and  the  dissemination  of  sacred  principles  of  Religion,  morality  and 
enlightened  patriotism  by  a  catholic  Press.  An  example  of  this  kind  will  be  imitated  in  other 
cities  of  the  Union,  while  the  enterprise  itsejf  must  receive  the  approbation  of  all  good  men  and 
realise  the  most  abundant  benefits  (or  the  catholic  community. 

The  objects  to  be  contemplated  by  the  proposed  Academy  and  the  effects  to  be  achieved  are 
too  well  known  to  require  to  be  expatiated  upon  in  this  hasty  expression  of  my  sentiments. 
They  will  readily  occur  to  the  minds  of  all  ;  and  their  will  not  be  wanting  eloquent  tongues  to 
develope  and  hearts  to  appreciate  them  as  they  deserve. 

Such  being  my  deep  conviction,  I  cannot  but  approve  most  cordially  the  projected  In-

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On  motion  of  C.  C.  Jacobs  the  meeting  resolved  to  form  a  company 
of  shareholders  for  the  erection  of  a  Catholic  Institute  and  to  fix  the 
amount  of  each  share  at  the  comparatively  small  sum  of  $50  so  as  to 
enable  even  persons  of  moderate  means  to  take  a  share,  as  also  to  invite 
the  Catholics  of  Cincinnati  through  the  "  Volksfreund  "  to  a  general 
meeting  to  be  held  on  Sunday,  February  the  13th,  in  Jefferson  Hall 
(Corner  of  Main  and  12th  streets).  84  persons  signed  their  names  as 
stockholders. 

After  this  most  important  matter  had  been  further  deliberated  upon 
in  the  meeting  of  the  13th  and  24th  of  February  and  6th  of  March  the 
formation  of  the  present  company  of  stockholders  took  place  on  the 
20th  of  March  1859,  when  the  following  five  points  were  accepted  as 
the  basis  of  a  constitution,  and  signed  by  a  number  of  stockholders, 
holding  480  shares. 

1.  The  amount  of  a  share  is  $50  and  each  share  has  one  vote. 

2.  The  lot  on  which  the  Building  shall  be  erected  is  the  north-west 
corner  of  Vine  and  Longworth  streets. 

3.  The  Archbishop  of  Cincinnati  is  ex  officio  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  as  such  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote. 

4.  Shares  can  now  as  ever  be  sold  to  Catholics  only. 

6.  All  donations  or  collections  for  the  Erection  of  the  Building 
shall  not  be  used  for  the  personal  advantage  of  the  stock- 
holders, but  shall  be  considered  as  a  fund  for  the  intended 
school  and  the  amount  or  the  interest  of  this  fund  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  the  benefit  of  poor  scholars. 

On  the  day  following  (March  2lst)  the  committee  on  Purchase, 
previously  selected  (F.  X.  Braunstein,  Jos.  A.  Hemann,  C.  Oscamp 
M.  Diekmann  and  Jos.  Schierberg)  made  a  contract  with  the  owner  of 
the  Lot  on  Vine  and  Longworth  streets,  John  Bevan,  to  the  effect,  that 
the  latter  should  cede  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Catholic  Institute  the 
lot  above  mentioned  160  feet  long  and  83  feet  wide,  for  the  sum  of 
$40,000,  to  be  paid  in  two  equal  payments,  viz:  on  the  first  of  May  1859 
and  on  the  first  of  May  1860.  The  Company  of  stockholders  approved 
of  this  purchase  (April  1st)  and  accepted  the  annexed  Constitution  of 
the  Catholic  Institute  on  the  10th  of  April,  when  the  following  stock- 
holders were  elected  Officers  of  the  society.

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The  organization  of  the  Board  of  directors  followed  on  April 
14th  at  the  Archbishop's  House,  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  presiding, 
the  following  officers  were  elected  :

The  security  of  the   Treasurer  was  fixed  at  $5,000  and  that  of  the 
Trustees  at  $2,500. 

The  inauguration  of  these  officers  took  place  at  a  general  meeting 
held  on  April  17th  in  Geyer's  Assembly  Rooms,  on  which  occasion 
among  others  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  made  an  address. 

The  incorporation  of  the  company  of  shareholders  was  registered 
in  due  form  in  the  Recorders  Office  on  the  19th  of  April  according  to 
the  act  of  May  1st  1852  under  the  head  '■''Church  Records"  (page  215). 
When  after  due  examination  the  title  had  been  found  perfect,  the  for- 
mer proprietor  of  the  lot  received  on  April  30th  the  first  payment 
ol  the  purchase  money,  viz:  $20,000  and  for  the  balance  a  note  was 
issued  and  signed  by  the  directors. 

James  Casey,  whose  propositions  for  removing  the  buildings  and 
clearing  the  lot  of  the  former  foundry,  had  been  accepted  as  being  the 
lowest,  commenced  work  on  the  2nd  of  May .  John  Nolan,  who  had  given 
the  lowest  bid  for  digging  the  cellar,  began  operations  on  the  12th  of 
May,  so  that  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  Cornerstone  could  take  place 
a  few  weeks  after,  i.e.  on  the  festival  of  Corpus  Christi  (23d  of  June). 
The  procession,  which  on  that  day  marched  through  the  streets  of  Cin- 
cinnati, was  one  of  the  largest  ever  witnessed  by  the  people  of  this  city; 
it  consisted  of  about  4000  members  of  the  different  Catholic  Associations 
and  during  the  ceremony  which  was  performed  by  the  Most  Rev.  Arch- 
bishop assisted  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ilenni  of  Milwaukee  and 
several  clergymen,  about  10,000  persons  were  present.  This  solemn 
ceremony  as  also  the  evening  celebration  in  Pike's  Opera  House, 
where  among  others  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  of  Cincinnati  and 
the  Right  Rev,  Bishop  of  Milwaukee  delivered  addresses  on  the  ob- 
ject and  usefulness  of  the  Institute,  will  always  be  remembered  by  all 
who  were  present  on  the  occasion. 

On  the  following  day  (June  24th)  the  foundations  of  the  stone-work 
were  carried  on  according  to  the  specifications  of  the  design  uf  Messrs. 
Walter  &  Wilson,  architects,  by  the  Messrs.  H.  H.  Post  and  Francis 
Gellenbeck,  contractors,  under  the  firm-name  of  H.  H.  Post  &  Co., 
and  completed  in  September  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Directors 
and  Company,  and  indeed  to  such  a  degree  as  to  elicit  the  acknowledg- 
ment even  of  Americans,  that  in  solidity  the  foundations  were  unsur- 
passed by  those  of  any  building  in  the  city. 

The  season  being  then  very  far  advanced,  the  continuation  of  the 
work  was  necessarily  postponed  until  spring.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
the  Directory  was  actively  engaged  with  measures  tending  to  the  deve- 
lopment of  the  Institute  and  the  accomplishment  of  the  ultimate  object

in view.  In  July  1859  steps  were  taken  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Music-Section,  and  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month  a  special  committee 
was  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Particulars  upon  this  subject  will  be 
found  in  the  Constitution  hereto  appended.  Taking  into  consideration 
the  short  time  during  which  the  Music-Section  has  been  in  operation, 
the  results  obtained  are  highly  encouraging,  in  as  much  as  besides  the 
singing-class  for  young  persons  of  either  sex,  a  particular  branch  for 
Instrumental  Music  has  been  established  which  with  the  performances 
of  the  male  and  mixed  choirs  and  the  but  recently  organized  orchestra 
— all  the  members  of  which  are  active  members  of  the  Music-Section — 
have  become  already  favorably  known  in  various  concerts  and  the  usual 
Sunday  evening  entertainments. 

On  the  30th  of  September  a  Literary-Section  was  formed,  the  end 
and  object  of  which  will  also  be  more  clearly  seen  from  the  attached 
Constitution.  Under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  A.  Piket  &  Son,  archi- 
tects, this  section  opened  on  the  1st  of  October  a  Drawing-school,  which 
is  largely  attended. 

This  section  moreover,  on  the  26th  of  October  organized  a  Debat- 
ing-Club,  the  members  of  which  hold  a  regular  meeting  on  every  Wed- 
nesday evening,  and  November  14th,  the  Historical  Society  was  formed. 
For  particulars  concerning  these  two  very  important  branches  of  the 
Institute,  reference  must  be  had  to  their  respective  Constitutions. 

Measures  have  already  been  adopted  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Librar};,  a  Museum,  Scientific  Collections,  including  one  of  Coins,  to  most 
of  which  contributions  have  already  been  made. 

DCj^  Contributions  in  the  way  of  suitable  books  for  the  Library^ 
curiosities  for  the  Museum  &c.,  are  respectfully  sollicited  from  every 
friend  of  this  great  enterprise.  JT^ 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing,  that  during  the  year  just  ended,  the 
Company  composed  at  present  of  about  four  hundred  Catholics  have 
attained  most  satisfactory  results  as  well  in  the  progress  of  the  building 
as  in  the  creation  of  the  sections  mentioned  above.  The  building  itself^ 
already  recommenced,  must,  according  to  the  terms  of  a  contract  with 
W.  M.  Cameron,  be  completed  by  the  1st  of  October  1S60,  and  will  then 
certainly  be  an  honor  to  the  Catholic  Community,  or  in  words  of  the 
Right  Rev,  Bishop Henni  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone:  "  The  enter- 
prise you  have  undertaken  will  be  the  pride  of  Cincinnati,  and  I  am 
sure  it  will  find  imitation,  more  especially  on  account  of  the  beautiful 
harmony  existing  between  you  and  your  English  speaking  brethren.  . . 
Be  ever  anxious  to  foster  this  common  sense  of  brotherhood,  this  catho- 
lic feeling,  holding  fast  to  first  principles,  so  shall  your  work  be  one  of 
vast  importance. "  Bishop  Spalding  of  Louisville  too,  in  an  address 
delivered  before  the  members  of  the  Catholic  Institute  Febr.  19th  1860, 
in  Cincinnati,  expressed  his  gratification  that  an  influence  so  much  in 
accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Catholic  Church  should  accrue  from 
our  Institute,  as  its  tendency  was  to  bind  catholics  more  closely  together 
without  distinction  of  nationality,  to  foster  science,  literature  and  art  in 
their  respective  spheres,  and  that  after  it  should  have  arrived  to  com-

We  are  convinced,  that  every  catholic  will  regard  it  as  a  point  of 
honor  for  himselt  and  his  posterity  to  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  this 
great  work.  Thus  shall  Cincinnati  be  to  our  fellow  Catholics  of  the 
other  States  and  everywhere  a  model  of  the  unity  and  the  concord  of 
Faith  and  of  love,  of  true  culture  and  true  freedom. 


Description  of  the  Building. 


As  tlie  prefixed  drawing  shows  the  building  will  be  built  in  the  Roman 
style  of  architecture,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  approved  by  the  Di- 
rectors, and  completed  by  A.  Piket  &  Son,  embracing  the  whole  area  of 
the  lot,  which  is  160  feet  by  83  feet.  The  height  of  the  building  will  be 
106  feet.  The  front,  upon  Vine  street,  will  be  of  free  stone ;  tlie  other 
outer  and  inner  walls  of  brick  ;  that  on  Longworth  street  having  a  thick- 
ness of  2  feet  6  inches ;  that  on  the  Alley  2  feet  2  inches  ;  and  the 
inner  1  foot  6  inches.  The  building  will  be  composed  of  the  following 
parts : 

A. — THE  BASEMENT, 

On  Vine  street,  two  entrances,  with  iron  stairways,  leading  below 
to  two  saloons ;  each  saloon  being  54  feet  9  inches  by  30  feet,  with 
a  hall  16  feet  wide  between  them.  On  Longworth  street  there  is 
another  entrance,  leading  to  a  hall,  40  feet  by  16  feet,  flanked  by  a  saloon, 
52  feet  7  inches  by  32  feet  9  inches  ;  a  kitchen  14  feet  by  25  feet  4  inches  ; 
having  in  the  rear  a  space  of  25  feet  4  inches  by  19  feet  2  inches,  for 
water  closets,  store  rooms,  pumps,  &c. ;  immediately  next  the  alley  is  a 
provision  room  33  feet  by  25  feet,  and  two  arched  cellars,  each  15  feet 
by  56  feet,  with  a  private  entrance  of  6  feet  by  8  feet ;  a  passage  lead- 
ing between  these  cellars  is  81  feet  by  6  feet  6  inches. 

The  extreme  height  of  the  Foundation  is  17  feet ;  that  of  the  separate 
parts  11|  feet.  The  blocks  of  stone,  taken  from  Kemper's  Hill,  and  used 
for  this  purpose,  rest  upon  a  concrete  of  gravel  and  cement,  8  feet 
wide  and  1  foot  high;  then  come  four  other  layers  from  7  to  4 
feet  in  breadth  ;  and  upon  this  rests  the  cellar  wall  proper,  of  3  feet  in 
thickness,  so  that  there  is,  perhaps,  no  more  solid  foundation  to  be  found 
in  the  City.

B, — THE  FIRST  FLOOR, 

Contains  two  Stores,  on  Vine  street,  each  being  29  feet  7  inches  by  54  feet 
9  inches ;  in  the  center  is  the  Front  Door,  flanked  on  either  side  by  a  Corin- 
thian Column,  and  forming  the  main  entrance.  Two  Iron  Stairways,  from 
a  hall  16  feet  wide  54  feet  9  inches  long,  lead  to  the  upper  stories  ;  a  hall 
of  equal  width  leads  from  Long  worth  street ;  the  hall  being  37  feet  7  inches 
long,  and  having,  likewise,  a  stairway  leading  to  the  upper  stories.  Along- 
side of  the  latter  there  is  a  saloon,  33  feet  2  inches  by  28  feet  4  inches,  and 
another  33  feet  2  inches  by  24  feet  3  inches,  with  a  small  room  13  feet 

5  inches  by  17  feet  6  inches.  The  middle  passage,  at  the  end  of  which 
there  are  two  stairways,  is  67  feet  by  8  feet  8  inches ;  alongside  of  this, 
towards  the  alley,  are  located  the  Gymnasium,  54  feet  9  inches  by  33 
feet  2  inches  ;  the  Swimming  School,  24  feet  3  inches  by  33  feet  2  inches  ; 
the  Ante-chamber,  18  feet  by  11  feet  6  inches  ;  and  four  water  closets, 
11  feet  6  inches  by  6  feet  6  inches.  At  the  extremity  of  this  story  there 
is  also  a  covered  passage  77  feet  by  12  feet  6  inches.  The  height  of 
this  story  is  18  feet. 

Between  the  first  and  second  stories,  at  the  end  of  the  building  upon 
Longworth  street,  there  is  also  a  Private  Room  17  feet  by  11  feet  6 
inches,  and  towards  the  alley  6  Bath  Booms,  25  feet  6  inches  by  11  feet 

6  inches.     The  height  of  these  apartments  is  9  feet. 

C. — THE   SECOND    STORY, 

Contains  upon  Vine  street,  the  Reading  Room  and  Museum,  54  feet  9 
inches  by  29  feet  7  inches,  and  the  Library  Room,  of  equal  extent. 
Between  these  there  is  a  space  of  16  feet  by  22  feet,  leading  to  the  bal- 
cony, (22  feet  by  4  feet).  On  Longworth  street  there  are  two  School 
Rooms,  one  being  28  feet  4  inches  by  33  feet  2  inches,  and  the  other  24 
feet  3  inches  by  33  feet  2  inches ;  moreover,  a  Private  Room,  25  feet  4 
inches  by  13  feet  5  inches,  alongside  a  space  of  12  feet  6  inches  by  12 
feet  2  inches,  and  a  stairway  to  the  Upper  Hall.  Towards  the  alley  there 
is  a  Lecture  Room  66  feet  by  33  feet  2  inches,  and  alongside  a  Private 
Room  of  12  feet  6  inches  by  3  feet  11  inches.  The  middle  passage  to 
the  cross-passage  is  32  feet  by  16  feet,  and  then  70  feet  by  8  feet  8  inches, 
at  the  end  of  which  there  is  a  stairway  and  3  water  closets.  The  cross- 
passage  is  78  feet  by  16  feet.  The  height  of  the  story  is  18  feet,  the 
same  as  that  of  the  first  floor. 

Between  the  second  and  third  stories,  towards  the  rear  of  the  build- 
ing upon  Longworth,  there  is  a  Ladies'  Dressing  Room,  20  feet  5  inches 
by  12  feet,  with  sliding  closet ;  alongside  this  is  a  space  for  wardrobes 
and  a  Wash  Room  12  feet  by  9  feet,  with  2  water  closets.  Towards  the 
alley  there  is  a  Gentlemen's  Dressing  Room,  16  feet  7Hnches  by  12  feet 
6  inches,  with  a  space  of  16  feet  2  inches  by  7  feet,  behind  this  a 
Wash  Room  and  a  water  closet,  as  also  two  stairways.  The  height  of 
this  part  is  9  feet. 

D. — THE   THIRD    STORY, 

Will  be  entirely  devoted  to  the  Grand  Hall,  which  will  be  155  feet  long.

Four  stairways  lead  to  the  Grand  Hall,  two  being  in  the  mid- 
dle and  two  in  the  rear,  or  west  end.  The  stairways  are  all  of  iron,  so 
that  in  case  of  fire  the  entrances  may  be  abundantly  protected.  The 
Hall  will  have  fifteen  splendid  windows,  (10  feet  6  inches  by  26  feet). 
The  ceiling  will  be  arched  in  accordance  with  the  known  principles  of 
acoustics.  The  cornices  of  the  building  are  of  wood,  covered  with  gal- 
vanized iron  ;  above  the  cornices  there  will  be  a  balustrade  or  attic  roof, 
decorated  with  suitable  ornaments.

§.1. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT. 

On  the  20th  of  March,  1859,  an  Association  of  Stockholders  was 
formed  among  the  German  Catholics  of  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  County, 
Ohio,  under  the  name  of  "Catholic  Institute,"  whose  object  and 
purpose  it  shall  be  to  erect  a  building  with  a  large  hall,  on  the  north- 
west corner  of  Vine  and  Longworth  Streets,  where  Catholics  of  the 
city  and  neighborhood  can  meet  for  holding  lectures,  debates,  concerts, 
fairs;  where  Catholic  Societies  can  hold  their  meetings;  where  by 
establishing  a  grammar  and  commercial  school  or  academy,  reading 
and  library  rooms,  the  Catholics  may  find  occasion  for  mutual  improve- 
ment, and  "where  Catholic  families  may  meet  for  social  recreation. 

§2.

The  Association  issue  stock  of  Fifty  Dollars  a  share,  the  total  amount 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars*).

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These  shares  can  only  be  transferred  to  Catholics,  with  the  permission 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  must  be  paid  in  such  installments  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Board. 

No  share  shall  be  sold  by  the  Directors  at  less  than  par  value ;  they 
also  have  no  right  to  pledge  them  as  collateral  security. 

§.3. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  1.  Member  of  the  Catholic  Institute  is  that  Catholic  who  at 
least  has  signed  one  share,  or  who  came  in  possession  of  one  by  trans- 
ferring. 

Sec.  2.  Any  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  admission  of 
visiting  or  honorary  members,  shall  be  made  in  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Association. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  have  right  to  own  more  than  one  hundred 
shares. 

§4. 

RIGHTS    AND    DUTIES    OF    MEMBERS. 

Sec.  1.  Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  de- 
bates and  voting  on  all  business  affairs  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Every  member  shall,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock 
paid  by  him,  have  ownership  of  the  property  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  shall,  in  all  business  matters  of  the  Associa- 
tion, be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  owned  by  him ;  but  such 
vote  shall  be  cast  or  given  by  himself  individually. 

Sec.  4.  Every  member  binds  himself  to  pay  the  shares,  signed  by 
him,  according  to  the  resolution  and  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

§5. 

OFFICERS    OF   THE    ASSOCIATION. 

Sec.  1.  The  Association  shall  elect  out  of  its  members  every  year 
on  the  last  Monday  in  December,  ten  Directors,  three  Trustees  and  a 
Standing  Committee  of  three  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  organizes  itself  by  electing  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  out  of  its  own 
members.  These  at  the  same  time  hold  their  respective  offices  in  the 
Association. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  (with  the 
exception  of  the  officers  first  elected,  whose  term  shall  continue  until 
January  1st,  1861),  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  shall  enter  upon  their  duties  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  election  of  officers  the  votes  shall  be  given  by  bal- 
lot. But  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  office,  who  is  not  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  known  as 
a  practical  Catholic.

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Sec.  6.  The  Archbishop  of  Cincinnati  or  his  Delegate  Is  ex-officio 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  has  a  seat  and  vote  therein. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  such  other  officers  as 
may  be  necessary  to  perform  other  business  of  the  Association,  desi^r- 
nate  their  duties  and  salary,  and  take  security  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  8.  A  Nominating  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members, 
shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  October 
of  each  year,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  nominate  the  double  number  ot 
candidates  for  each  office  of  the  Association.  From  the  candidates 
thus  nominated,  the  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected,  but 
these  conditions  shall  not  be  required  at  the  first  election  of  officers  on 
Sunday,  April  10th,  1859. 

§6. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  call  all  the  regular  meetino-s,  and  at 
the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  the  Board  of  the  Directors 
all  extra  meetings,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  preside  at  the  same. 

Should  the  President  refuse  to  call  an  extra  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, at  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee,  said  Committee  shall 
have  authority  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Association. 

All  certificates  of  shares  must  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  President 
if  the  latter  should  be  absent. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedino-s  of  all 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Association;  keep 
strict  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  report  the  con- 
dition of  the  Treasury  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  pay  out  all  moneys  of  the 
Association  ;  keep  a  strict  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 
He  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  to  such 
an  amount  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
he  never  shall  keep  more  than  {wo  thousand  dollars  in  the  treasury  for 
any  longer  time  than  two  days.  All  sums  above  that  amount  shall, 
upon  the  written  order  of  the  President  and  Secretary,  be  paid  over  to 
the  trustees. 

Money  can  only  be  paid  out  by  the  Treasurer  on  written  order, 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  have  the  exclusive  management 
and  control  of  the  whole  property  of  the  Association. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  consult  about  the  affairs 
of  the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  to  manage  the  erection  of  the 
building,  and,  after  it  is  completed,  to  rent  the  same,  so  as  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Institute  to  the  best  of  their  ability.

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The  Board  of  Directors  shall  report  to  the  Association,  every  three 
months,  the  progress  of  the  enterprise,  as  also  the  condition  of  the 
treasury;  recommend  such  measures  as  they  may  think  proper  to  pro- 
mote the  objects  of  the  Association  ;  and,  in  general,  guard  with  a 
watchful  eye  the  interests  of  the  Institute. 

The  Directors,  also,  shall  determine  the  time  for  the  payment  of 
dividends  to  the  stockholders,  and  make  recommendations  in  regard  to 
buying  in  the  shares  of  the  Association. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  keep  a  regular  book  of  record  of  their 
proceedings. 

The  books  of  the  Association  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
members  at  all  times. 

At  the  meetings  of  the  Directors  seven  members  form  a  quorum. 

Sec.  6.  The  Trustees  receive  according  to  written  order  of  the 
President  and  Secretary,  money  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association 
for  safekeeping,  and  give  a  receipt  for  the  same.  They  shall  give  se- 
curity to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  examine  the  books  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  also  inquire  into  the  condition  and  admin- 
istration of  all   the  property  of  the  Association  at  least  once  a  month. 

This  Committee  is  authorized  to  instruct  the  President  to  call 
an  extra  meeting,  whenever  it  is  deemed  necessary. 

§7. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Association  shall  meet  regularly  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  April,  July  and  October  of  every  year,  to  receive  the  reports 
of  the  different  officers  of  the  Association. 

Whenever  it  shall  seem  necessary,  an  extra  Committee  may  be  ap- 
pointed at  these  meetings  to  examine  the  books. 

At  such  meetings  the  affairs  of  the  Association  are  to  be  deliberated 
upon  and  such  resolutions  passed  as  may  be  thought  best  to  advance 
the  objects  of  the  institute. 

§8. 

DONATIONS  AND  HOW  TO  BE  APPKOPKIATED. 

Any  kind  of  donations  or  collections  for  the  erection  of  the  building 
shall  not  be  received  for  the  individual  benefit  of  the  stockholders,  but 
shall  be  considered  as  a  fund  for  the  intended  grammar  and  commer- 
cial school  or  academy,  the  proceeds  or  interests  of  which  shall  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  poor  scholars. 

§9. 

ALTERATION    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Alterations  of  the  Constitution  can  only  be  made  at  a  regular  meet-

§1. 

With  the  view  to  carry  out  the  object  mentioned  in  §  1  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Oa^^iijiolic  Institute  as  well  as  to  provide  for  theoretical 
and  practical  instruction  in  Music  and  Singing,  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Catholic  Institute  has  created  a  Department  for  Music  and  Sing- 
ing, to  be  composed  of  members  of  the  Catholic  Institute,  their  children 
and  other  Catholics  of  this  city  and  its  vicinity. 

§2. 

The  Department  of  Music  and  Singing  has  for  its  object  instruction 
in  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  a  thorough  training  of  pupils  in  sing- 
ing and  in  the  use  of  the  various  musical  instruments,  and  thereby  to 
improve  and  perfect  the  execution  of  sacred  and  profane  music  in  general, 
atfd  more  especially  of  the  Gregorian  chant  and  figurative  music.  It 
will  enter  into  correspondence  with  foreign  conservatories,  musical 
societies  and  publishers  to  get  suitable  music  pieces  and  instruments, 
and  will  encourage  the  elevation  of  music  by  publishing  desirable  com- 
positions or  publications  in  the  press.

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§3. 

The  Department  of  Music  and  Singing  will  be  composed  of 

a.  Active  members,  who  take  part  in  all  the  rehearsals  and  perform- 
ances of  the  department,  either  as  singers  or  musicians; 

h.  Honorary  members  who  contribute  three  dollars  a  year  towards 
attaining  the  object  of  this  department.  Such  members  shall  have  the 
right  of  being  present  at  all  concerts  and  other  musical  rehearsals  and 
performances  which  may  take  place  under  the  auspices  of  the  department, 

c.  Such  other  honorary  members  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Committee 
of  the  department  from  among  persons  who  excel  in  musical  talent,  or 
liave  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  success  of  the  Department  for  Music 
and  Singing  of  the  Catholic  Institute. 

§4. 

The  Committee  of  the  department  decides  on  the  admission  and 
expulsion  of  members. 

§5. 

With  the  department  there  is  connected  a  school  in  which  pupils 
will  receive,  for  a  moderate  compensation,  instruction  in  the  art  of  sing- 
ing and  in  the  use  of  various  musical  instruments. 

§6. 
The  expenses  of  the  department  will  be  defrayed  by  the  contribu- 
tions of  honorary  members,  by  fees  for  instruction,  and  by  the  proceeds 
of  concerts  and  other  musical  performances. 

§   7. 

The  management  of  the  Department  is  entrusted  to  a  committee  of 
seven,  to  be  elected  annually  on  the  feast  of  St.  Cecilia  or  within  eight 
days  thereafter,  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Committee  for 
the  time  being,  together  with  the  Director  of  Music,  from  among  the 
stockholders  of  the  Catholic  Institute,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successor,  will  have  been  elected  and  duly  qualified.  One  of  the 
members  of  this  Committee  must  be  a  member  ol  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Catholic  Institute. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  thus  elected,  will  choose  from  among 
themselves  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Cashier,  and 
shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month,  for  the  transaction  of  business,  at 
which  meeting  four  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

§   8. 

The  President  will  preside  in  the  Committee  and  at  all  meetings  and 
performances  of  the  Department. 

In  case  of  his  absence  the  Vice-President  will  perform  the  duties  of 
the  President. 

The  Secretary  will  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  dif- 
ferent meetings,  and  take  charge  of  the  correspondence.

dues,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Cashier,  as  also  report  the  same  to  the 
Committee. 

The  Cashier  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  to  the  Department,  and 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  hand  over  such  sums,  weekly,  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Catholic  Institute,  who  will  place  them  to  the  credit  of  the  De- 
partment. To  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  Department,  the 
Committee  will,  from  time  to  time,  ask  of  the  Board  of  Directors  such  aa 
appropriation  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  interest  of  the  De- 
partment. 

The  Cashier  will  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  sums  received  or  ap- 
propriated, disburse  them  only  on  a  written  order  of  the  President  and 
Secretary,  and  report  the  stale  of  receipts  and  expenditures  quarterly, 
or  oftener,  when  directed  by  the  Committee. 

§   9. 

Quarterly,  namely  on  the  last  Monday  in  March,  June,  September, 
and  December,  this  Committee  has  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Catholic  Institute  for  their  approval,  a  leport  of  the  general  state 
of  the  Department,  and  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures. 

§   10. 

The  Committee  of  the  Department  shall  provide  that  all  musical 
publications  and  instruments,  which  may  have  been  purchased  by  or 
presented  to  the  Department  be  registered  and  stamped  by  the  Lib- 
rarian of  the  Catholic  Institute,  before  allowing  them  to  be  used.  They 
will  remain  the  property  of  the  Catholic  Institute. 

§  11. 

The  Committee  will  superintend  the  instructions  of  music  and  singing, 
determine  the  conditions  of  admission  and  expulsion  of  pupils,  make  all 
arrangements  and  regulations  necessary  for  instruction,  and  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  persons  qualified  as  teachers.  The  Committee 
will  dismiss  teachers  only  with  the  approbation  of  the  Board  of  Directors 

§  12. 

The  Committee  has  to  propose  to  the  Board  of  Directors  persons 
qualified  for  the  office  of  Director  of  Music  from  among  whom  the 
Board  will  choose  the  most  qualified  and  enter  with  him  into  a  con- 
tract in  which  there  must  be  stated  his  duties  as  stipulated  in  the  Con- 
stitution, and  the  annual  renumeration  for  his  services. 

§  13. 

The  Director  of  Music  is  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee.  He  will  recommend  to  the  Committee  persons  qualified  as 
teachers  of  music  and  singing,  superintend  the  various  musical  instruc- 
tions and  rehearsals  which  he  may  order  to  be  conducted  by  the  ap- 
pointed teachers,  as  also  report  thereon  to  the  Committee  of  the  De- 
partment. He  has  either  to  conduct  all  the  regular  and  special  rehearsals 
himself,  or  shall  have  them  conducted  by  one  of  the  teachers.  He  will 
further  be  required  to  lead  in  all  concerts  and  other  musical  perform-

No  book  of  in- 
struction, nor  any  song  or  piece  of  music,  shall  be  used  in  the  In- 
stitute before  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Music  on  their  usefulness 
has  been  received. 

§  14. 
It  is  further  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Music  to  enforce  strictly 
the  rules  for  instructions  and  rehearsals,  or  to  have  them  enforced  by 
the  appointed  teachers  ;  to  keep  an  exact  record  of  the  number  of  pu- 
pils, and  to  forward  monthly  a  copy  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of  the  De- 
partment, as  also  to  have  all  bills  for  instruction  signed  by  the  proper 
teacher,  and  to  countersign  them  himself.  Every  six  months  the  Direc- 
tor of  Music  and  the  appointed  teachers  shall  issue  bulletins  setting 
forth  the  progress  of  the  pupils ;  such  bulletins  to  be  signed  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Department. 

§15. 
Complaints  against  the  teachers  shall  be  made  known  by  the  pupils 
to  the  Director  of  Music,  who  will  lay  them  before  the  Committee  of 
the  Department.  Complaints  against  the  Director  himself,  as  also  pro- 
posals on  the  part  of  active  and  honorary  members,  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Committee  of  the  Department,  which  will,  in  its  turn,  have  to 
inform  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Catholic  Institute  thereof. 

§   16. 

The  Committee  has  the  right  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  may  be  in 
accordance  with  this  Constitution.  They  will,  however,  require  to  be 
sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Directors.

§2. 
This  Department  will  therefore  have  charge  of 
a.  The  Library  and  Reading  Room. 

h.  The  Museum  and  all  collections  of  instruments  and  apparatus 

necessary  for  demonstrating  mathematics,  natural  philosophy, 

and  chemistry. 

e.  Education  in  general,   and    more    especially  the  commercial 

school,  the  drawing  shool,  and  other  educational  establishments. 

d.  The  publication  of  desirable  works  of  literature  and  art. 

e.  The  regulation  and  control  of  the  Debating  Society,  Historical 
Society,  and  all  other  branches  appertaining  to  the  Literary 
Section,  which  it  may  be  deemed  important  to  establish. 

§3. 

Any  Catholic,  on  being  elected  by  the  Committee  of  the  Literary 
Department,  may  become  an  active  member  of  the  Library,  on  sub- 
scribing the  Constitution  and  paying  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  annum 
quarterly  in  advance. 

Any  person  in  good  standing,  on  being  approved  by  the. Committee 
of  the  Literary  Department,  may  become  an  honorary  member  on  com- 
plying with  the  same  conditions  required  of  active  members. 

Honorary  membership  may  also  be  conferred  by  the  Committee 
upon  such  persons  as  may  have  contributed  literary  or  artistic  works  to 
the  Institute,  or  who  may  otherwise  be  deserving  of  such  distinction. 

Any  person  who  contributes  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Library  and  Cabinet,  shall  thereby  become  a  life 
member. 

Any  member  who  shall  suffer  his  dues  to  be  unpaid  for  a  longer 
period  then  six  months,  shall  forfeit  his  privilege,  until  all  arrearages 
are  paid. 

§4. 

The  Committee  of  the  Literary  Department  decides  on  the  expul- 
sion of  any  member,  for  good  reason  shown. 

§5. 

The  management  and  control  of  this  department  is  entrusted  to  a 
Committee  of  seven,  of  whom  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  of  Cincinnati 
shall  be  one,  and  the  other  six  (one  of  whom  shall  also  be  a  Director) 
shall  be  elected  annually,  namely  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  February, 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  the 
time  being,  from  among  the  stockholders  of  the  Institute,  and  who 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. Vacancies  occuring  in  the  course  of  the  year,  will  immediately 
be  filled  in  the  manner  before  mentioned. 

At  these  elections,  as  well  as  on  all  other  occassions,  where  voting 
will  be  required,  a  simple  majority  shall  decide. 

The  Committee  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors on  the  second  Monday  of  March,  June,  September  and  December 
of  each  year.

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§  6. 

The  Committee  will  choose  from  its  own  body  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
meet  at  least  once  a  month  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§7. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Committee. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  his  duties  shall  be  performed  by 
tlie  Vice-President. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
General  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  all  monies  received  by  him  from  the 
Schools,  Library,  Reading  Room  or  otherwise,  who  will  put  them  to  the 
credit  of  the  Literary  Department. 

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Literary  Department,  the  Committee 
shall  from  time  to  time  ask  of  the  Board  of  Directors  an  appropriation 
for  such  an  amount  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

When  such  call  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Directors,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Committee  will  receive  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Institute  for  the  same.  Such  monies  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Committee  in  such  a  manner  as  the  Committees  may 
prescribe. 

The  Recording  Secretaiy  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  transactions 
©f  the  department. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  all  the  correspon- 
dence, &c. 

All  books,  periodicals,  engravings  and  other  products  of  literature 
and  art,  which  may  have  been  purchased  by  or  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee, together  with  the  instruments,  apparatus  and  objects  of  curiosity 
contained  in  the  Museum  and  other  collections  are  and  remain  the 
property  of  the  Catholic  Institute. 

§9 

The  Committee  of  the  Literary  Section  will  decide  what  books, 
periodicals,  pamphlets  and  objects  of  curiosity  shall  find  a  place  in  the 
Library,  Reading  Room  and  Museum  respectively. 

No  book,  periodical,  or  pamphlet,  containing  attacks  on  the  Catholic 
religion,  or  being  immoral  in  its  character,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
Library,  nor  shall  any  objects  of  curiosity  that  are  immoral,  be  placed 
in  the  Museum,  and  in  all  cases  of  controversy  on  these  points, 
the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  shall  decide.

The  Committee  shall  nominate  candidates  for  the  office  of  Director 
of  the  Commercial  School. 

The  Board  of  Directors  will  choose  from  the  candidates  thus  recom- 
mended the  one  most  qualified,  and  enter  with  him  into  a  contract. 

§  12. 

The  Committee  will  appoint  teachers  for  the  various  branches. 

Such  appointments  together  with  the  respective  contracts  will,  how- 
ever, require  to  be  sanctioned  and  signed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  relation  of  teachers  to  the  Director  of  the  school  must  be 
clearly  defined  in  these  contracts. 

§  13. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  submit  to  the  Committee  for 
examination  and  approval  the  exercises  of  the  Schools,  to  hold  a  con- 
ference with  the  teachers  weekly  and  report  the  result  in  the  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 

§  14. 

The  fees  for  instruction  will  be  determined  by  the  Committee  and 
collected  and  placed  to  account  by  the  Treasurer.  For  this  purpose 
the  Director  has  to  furnish  the  Committee  monthly  with  an  exact  list 
of  the  pupils.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  and  the 
teachers  to  issue  bulletins  setting  forth  the  progress  and  conduct  of  the 
pupils,  every  six  months,  such  bulletins  to  be  signed  by  the  Committee. 

§  15. 

The  Committee  may  allow  youths  of  talent  and  unblemished  char- 
acter, but  who  are  without  means,  to  receive  instruction  in  the  school 
at  a  reduced  rate  or  without  paying  any  fee  whatever,  according  to  the 
provision  contained  in  §  8  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Catholic  Institute. 

§  16. 

Complaints  against  the  Director  or  teachers  must  be  made  known 
to  the  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enquire  into  them  and  sub- 
mit a  report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

§  17. 

The  Board  of  Directors  will,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
inittee,  appoint  a  Librarian  to  lake  charge  of  the  Library,  the  Museum, 
and  other  Collections. 

,     The  Librarian  shall  be  guided  by  certain  rules  and  regulations  to  be 
determined  upon  hereafter. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  Committee  may- 
appoint  Assistant  Librarians.

CONSTITUTION^ 

OF    THE 

Historical  Society  of  the  Catholic  Institute. 


§1. 

The  historical  branch  of  the  Literary  Department  of  the  Catholic 
Institute,  shall  be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Historical 
Society  of  the  Catholic  Institute". 

§2. 

The  object  of  the  society  will  be : 

a.  The  improvement  of  its  members  in  original  composition. 

h.  The  acquisition  of  useful  and  correct  historical  knowledge,  espe- 
cially upon  subjects  connected  with  the  history  of  the  Church. 

c.  The  collection  and  preservation  of  the  principal  events  of  contem- 
poraneous history. 

§3. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  objects  contemplated,  the  following 
means  will  be  employed  : 

a.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  it  will  be  the  duty  of  a 
member  to  read  an  original  essay  upon  some  historical,  literary  or  sci- 
entific subject. 

h.  After  the  reading  of  the  essay,  the  subject  will  be  open  for  such 
remarks  as  may  either  confirm  the  historical  accuracy  of  the  paper,  or 
lead  to  the  correction  of  errors. 

c.  When  the  essay  shall  have  been  read  and  discussed,  it  will,  with 
the  consent  of  the  author  and  approbation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be- 
come the  property  of  the  Catholic  Institute,  and  be  placed  in  the  archives 
of  the  Historical  Society. 

d.  To  obtain  a  record  of  cotemporaneous  history,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  will  divide  the  countries  of  both  the  new  and  old  world  into  a 
number  of  geographical  sections,  and  assign  the  collection  of  the  impor- 
tant currant  events  of  each  section  to  a  member  of  the  society.  The 
members  thus  appointed  will  keep  a  chronicle  of  important  events 
occuring  in  the  respective  country  or  countries  assigned  them;  read  the 
same  at  such  meetings  as  may  be  determined  upon;  and  place  their 
records  in  the  archives  of  the  Society.

Sec.  1.  The  members  of  the  the  society  will  be  either  active  or 
honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Catholic  whose  name  shall  be  proposed  at  a  regular  mee- 
ting, and  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  regular  meeting  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  present,  will  become  an  active  member  of  the  Historical  Socie- 
ty on  subscribing  the  Constitution,  paying  an  initiation  fee  of  fifty  cents,  and 
the  further  sum  of  two  dollars  a  year  quarterly  in  advance— provided,  that 
the  dues  of  active  members,  who  are  also  active  members  of  the  Library  and 
Reading-Room  of  the  Catholic  Institute,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  per  annum,  quarterly  in  advance.  Active  members  will  have  the 
right  of  presenting  essays,  discussing  all  papers  and  subjects,  brought 
before  the  meetings,  and  manage  all  the  affairs  of  the  society  not  other- 
wise provided  for. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  in  good  standing  in  community,  on  being  ap- 
proved by  the  Trustees,  may  become  an  honorary  member,  on  complymg 
with  the  same  pecuniary  conditions  required  of  active  members.  Such 
member  will  have  the  privilege  of  participating  in  all  discussions,  but 
will  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  society. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  but  an  active  member  will  have  the  privilege  of 
reading  essays  at  the  regular  or  stated  meetings,  unless  invited  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  5.  No  member,  either  active  or  honorary,  will  be  entitled  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  society,  after  he  shall  have  been  three 
months  in  arrearage  for  dues,  until  such  arrearage  be  paid. 

§5. 

Sec.  1.  The  Officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
together  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  who  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  October  of  each  year,  and  who 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  will  be  elegible  to  office  in  the  society  unless  he 
is  an  active  member  of  the  same,  and  a  Stockholder  of  the  Catholic 
Institute. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings,  call  extra 
meetings,  and  give  the  casting  vote  when  there  shall  be  an  equal  division. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice  President  shall 
discharge  his  duties. 

Sec.  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  minute  record  of  all 
the  transactions  of  the  society.

Sec.  7.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  all  moneys 
due  from  members  or  others  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Literary  Committee.  He  shall  also  take  charge  of  such  money  as 
may  be  appropriated  out  of  the  common  Treasury  of  the  Institute  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Historical  Society,  and  disburse  the  same  according  to 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  he  shall  give  such  security  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Trustees. 

Sec  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  take  charge 
of  all  property  in  the  possession  of  or  used  by  the  society ;  to  disburse 
all  moneys  belonging  to  the  same,  and  generally  to  manage  its  business 
affairs.  This  Board  will  also  be  an  advisory  body  to  consult  with  the 
Literary  Committee  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library 
and  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  historical  branch  of  the  Literary 
Department.  The  Board  will  hold  business  meetings  from  time  to  time 
and  report  quarterly,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  of  each  year,  to  the  Committee  of  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment of  the  Institute. 

§6. 

All  manuscript,  books,  furniture,  or  other  articles,  coming  into  the 
possession  of  the  society,  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  Catholic 
Institute. 

§7. 

The  meetings  of  the  society  will  be  held  at  such  time  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  members  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  at  such  rooms 
as  may  be  provided  by  the  Committee  of  the  Literary  Department.  At  all 
regular  meetings  seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

§8. 

In  the  production  and  reading  of  essays  and  in  all  other  exercises 
of  the  society,  the  person  entitled  to  the  floor  may  employ  either  the 
german  or  english  language  at  his  own  option ;  but  the  proceedings 
shall  be  recorded  in  either  or  both  languages  as  the  majority  of  the 
members  may  determine.

CONSTITUTION 

OF    THE 

DEBATING  CLUB  OF  THE  CATHOLIC  INSTITUTE. 


5  1. 

The  object  of  the  Debating  Club,  attached  to  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment of  the  Catholic  Institute,  will  be  the  intellectual  improvement  of 
its  members,  by  the  reading  of  Essays  and  the  discussions  of  subjects  of 
general  and  special  interest. 

§   2. 

The  officers,  of  whom  the  President  at  least  shall  be  a  stockholder 
of  the  Catholic  Institute,  will  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President 
and  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  the  active  members 
of  the  club  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  April  and  October  of  each 
year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  such  officers  in  literary 
associations.  The  Treasurer  of  the  literary  department  of  the  Catholic 
Institute  will  be  Treasurer  of  the  club  and  take  charge  of,  and  pay  out 
all  moneys  according  as  the  club  in  connection  with  the  literary  com- 
mittee of  the  Institute  may  direct.  The  dues,  fines,  etc.,  of  members 
shall  be  collected  by  the  secretary,  who  shall  pay  them  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Literary  Department,  to  be  disbursed  as  heretofore 
provided  for. 

§   3. 

The  members  will  be  either  active  or  honorary.  All  active  mem' 
bers  of  the  Library  and  Reading  room  of  the  Catholic  Institute,  will  be 
considered  active  members  of  the  Debating  Club,  without  the  payment 
of  any  additional  fees  or  dues,  provided  they  sign  the  constitution  of 
the  Club,  and  provided  further  that  they  shall  in  all  cases  be  subject  to 
the  by-laws  and  rules  as  other  active  members.  Any  person  not  a 
,  member  of  the  Library  and  Reading  room  and  who  is  known  as  a 
Catholic  may  also  become  an  active  member  on  being  admitted,  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  club,  paying  an  initiation  fee  of  25  cents,  and  the 
further  sum  of  10  cents  per  month.  Any  person  in  good  standing 
on  being  aproved  by  a  majoritj'^  vote  of  a  regular  meeting,  may  become 
an  honorary  member  by  paying  the  same  initiation  fee  and  monthly  dues

Such  honorary  members  will  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  active  membership,  except  voting  and  holding 
office.  No  member,  either  active  or  honorary,  will  be  entitled  to  take 
part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  club,  after  he  shall  been  three  months  in 
arrearages  for  dues,  until  such  arrearage  be  paid. 

§   4. 

The  meetings  will  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  club  may  determine 
and  in  such  place  as  the  Literary  Committee  may  provide.  The  Presi- 
dent or  in  his  absense,  from  the  city,  or  inability,  to  discharge  his  du- 
ties, the  Vice-President  may  call  special  meetings,  whenever  in  hia 
opinion  such  may  be  required  by  the  interest  of  the  club. 


In  its  discussions  the  club  will  be  governed  by  the  rules  of  deliber- 
ate bodies,  as  laid  down  in  Cushings  Manual ;  and*  in  all  its  other  pro- 
ceedings it  will  be  governed  by  such  resolutions  and  laws  as  it  may 
from  time  to  time  agree  upon. 

§   6. 

All  subjects  for  essay  or  debate  must  be  approved  by  the  Literary 
Committee  of  the  Institute. 

§    7. 

This  constitution  will  take  effect  and  be  in  force  whenever  it  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Literary  Committee  and  ratified  by  the  directors  of 
the  Catholic  Institute. 

§   8. 
All  books,  manuscripts  or  other  property  coming  into  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Club  by  purchase,  donation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  and  remain 
the  property  of  the  Catholic  Institute.
